fraud. 

Edward J. Reilly, in a summation 
rife with bitter charges that Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh was betrayed 
and tricked by those he trusted. beg- 
ged the eight men and four women 
trying the carpenter for murder not 
to take away what they cannot give 
back—his life, 

With scorn in his phrases but al- 
ways with an appeal to the “David 
Harum horse sense’ ’ of the jury, Reil- 
ly charged that evidence against 
Hauptmann was “fixed” and “plant-— 
ed,” that the state of New Jersey 
bungled the investigation of the cen- 
tury’ S greatest crime from the start. 
This kidnaping was the 
work of a gang, and by a gang I 
mean a collection of people, bent on 
an evil undertaking,” he shouted. 

Reilly concluded the defense summa- 
tion at 4:32 p.m. 

Tomorrow Attorney-General David 
T. Wilentz, lithe and alert, will de- 
‘mand the electric chair for Haupt- 
mann, and the jurors, after hearing 
|Justice Thomas W.  Trenchard's 
charge, will file into the bleak, back 
room where they will try to reach a 
verdict. 

Verdict by Wednesday. 

The verdict may come Tuesday 
night, or Wednesday, or not at all. 
There is every indication that only 
four courses will be open—acquittal, 
| conviction with the death mandate, 
conviction with a mandatory life sen- 
tence or disagreement.

Editor Constitution: I am enclos- 
ing part of an address of the cele 
brated editor of your paper, Henry W. 
Grady, in which he pays tribute te 
Abraham Lincoln, 

I happened to be on a train in 
New York state on the 22nd of De- 
cember, 1886, the day following the 
giving of that address. It was the 
first time I had ever been in that state 
and the first time I had ever had 
in my hands a copy of the New York 
Tribune, It had the full text of Mr. 
Grady’s address and reading it 1 was 
thrilled and at once became an ad- 
mirer of Mr. Grady. Later I got a 
copy of his “Orations and Speeches" 
and these increased my regard for him. 

I wish you would publish on Lin- 
coln’s birthday this passage of this ad- 
dress. 

You will also find part of an ad. 
dress of Woodrow Wilson enclosed 
which gives his appreciation of Lin- 
coln. Perhaps it would be too much 
to expect you to spread this before 
your constituency, although Wilson is 
a son of the south who, as well as 
Daniel Webster, had the whole Union 
in his heart. I voted for him for the 
presidency both times. 

Although we may not have a Lin- 
coln birthday celebration here I shall 
have one of my own, rereading the 
address of Mr. Grady, to which I have 
referred, and that of Mr. Wilson; 
also the speech of Benjamin H. Hill, 
“A Little Personal History,” given 
in the senate of the United States, 
May 10, 1879.

of this republic—Abraham Lincoln. 
He was the sum of Puritan and Cav- 
alier, for in his ardent nature were 
fused the virtues of both, and in the 
depths of his great soul the faults of 
both were lost. He was greater than 
Puritan greater than Cavalier, in 
that he was American, and that in 
his honest form were first gathered 
the vast and thrilling forces of his 
ideal government, charging it with 
such tremendous meaning and elevat- 
ing it above human suffering, that 
martyrdom, though infamously aimed, 
came as a fitting crown to a life 
consecrated from the cradle to human 
liberty. 


Wilson’s Estimation of Lincoln. 

Note: From the address’ which 
Woodrow Wilson gave before the His- 
torical Society of New Jersey as told 
in selections taken from his writings 
by Charles Dudley Warner in his “Li- 
brary of the World’s Best Literature.” 
This work was published about the 
middle of the 1890’s and therefore 
written before anyone had thought of 
him except as an educator and writer. 

The conflite of ideas which finally 
resulted in the Civil War was begun 
ere any purpose of abolition took 
shape among those who were states- 
men and in authority. It was a 
question, not of freeing men, but of 
preserving a free soil. Kansas show- 
el us what the problem was, not 
South Carolina; and it was the su- 
preme court, not slave owners, whio 
formulated the matter for our thought 
and purpose. And so, upon every 


hand and throughout every national | 


question, was the commerce between 
east and West made up; that com- 
merce and exchange of ideas, inclina- 
tions, purposes and principles which 
‘has constituted the moving force of 
our life as a nation.

drew Jackson was a type, not of the 
nation, but of the west. For all the 
tenderness there was in the stormy 
heart of the masterful man. and 
staunch and simple loyalty to all 
who loved him, he learned nothing in 
the east; kept always the flavor of 
the rough school in which he had 
been bred; was never more than a 
frontier soldier and gentleman. Lin- 
coln differed from Jackson by all the 
length of his unmatched capacity to 
learn, Jackson could understand only 
men of his own kind; Lincoln could 
understand men of all sorts and 
from every region of the land: seem- 
ed himself, indeed, to be all men hy 
turns, as mood succeeded mood in 
his strange nature. He never ceased 
to stand, in his bony angles, the ex- 
press image of the ungainly frontiers- 
man, his mind never lost the vein of 
of coarseness that had marked 
him when a youth. And yet how 
he grew and strengthened in the real 
stuff of dignity and greatness: how 
nobly he could bear himself without 
the aid of grace! He kept always 
the shrewd and seeing eye of the 
woodsman and the hunter, and the 
«flavor of wild life never left him; 
and yet how easily his view widened 
to great affairs; how surely he per- 
ceived the value and significance of 
whatever touched him and made him 
neighbor to itself! 

Lincoln’s marvelous capacity to ex- | 
tend his comprehension to the meas- 
ure of what he had in hand is the 
distinguishing mark of the man: and 
to study the development of that ca- 
pacity in him is little less than to 
study, where it is, as it were pers 
fectly registered, the national life 
itself. The boy lived his youth in 
Illinois when it was a frontier state; 
and man and state kept equal pace 
in their striding advance to mature 
ity. His sensitive and seeing 
mind was open all the while to every 
turn of fortune and every tonch of 
nature in the moving affairs he look- 
ed upon. . . . Thus he came at last. 
with infinite pains and a wonder of 
endurance, to his great national task 
with self-trained capacity which no 
man could match, and made upon a 
scale as liberal as the life of the peo- 
ple. You could not then set this ath- 
lete a pace in learning or perceiving

Police Bungling Charged. 


“Here’s where the bungling of the 
police begins, and Colonel Schwarz- 
kopf, the head of the state police, is 
a graduate of the nation’s great mil- 
itary school.” 

“The bungling of the police,” he as- 
serted, “went on. They could have 
called out the national guard of this 
great state when the child of the 
greatest living American had been 
kidnaped.” 

Lindbergh Flushes. 


Colonel Lindbergh flushed at the ap- 
pellation. During the atack on the 
state police, a smile was on Colonel 
Schwarzhopf’s face. 

Turning to the jurors, he said he 
wonted to leave two thoughts with 
them as they went to lunch. 

“There is no evidence in this case,” 
he declared, “that Hauptmann was in 
the nursery that night, and there is 
no evidence whatsoever that the child 
was killed that night.” 

At the noon recess, Wilentz, com- 
menting on Reilly’s summation, said: 

“Mr. Reilly is a delightful gentle- 
man, but he hasn’t begun to talk about 
the Lindbergh case yet.” 

Reilly then began an analysis of the 
testimony of the state’s handwriting 
experts. 

“Expert testimony, I believe his 
honor will charge you, is nothing but 
opinion. You can disregard that and 
use common sense.” 

“I can’t imagine what the bill will 
be for this procession of experts,” 
he said. 

Turning to the ransom note found 
‘in the nursery, Reilly spoke of the 
handwriting experts’ testimony as 
“pretty slim” evidence, guess work evi- 
dence, to put a man in a nursery.” 

“Of course it is important to the 
state to pin the handwriting of the 
nursery note on Hauptmann,” he went 
on. 

“That’s part of their scenario, and 
that’s the only thing they have to 
put Hauptmann in the nursery, based 
on the opinion of experts.” 


Changes Attack. 


Changing his line of attack again, 
Reilly spoke with incredulity of the 
possibility of a kidnaper taking the 
baby down the ladder. 

“We ask you to consider whether 
Hauptmann, at night, put the baby on 
the window sill, stepped out on the 
ladder, put the note on the ledge, 
picked up the child on a breezy night, 
closed the window and the shutter and 
descended.” 

He floyrished the nursery note be- 
fore the jury.

‘The 
clot of blood showed Dr. Mitchell it 
had been formed before death. 

“No living doctor making an exami- 
nation under those circumstances could 
tell when the baby died.” 


“You can’t believe it,” said Reilly 
speaking of the state’s theory that the 
baby’s death resulted from a fall from 
the ladder. 


_ “You can’t hang a man on such 
circumstantial evidence.” 


Violet Sharpe Attacked. 


The dead Violet Sharpe then came 
in for Reilly's attack. 


“A girl as sophisticated and worldly 
as Violet Sharpe doesn’t commit sui- 
cide for fear she might lose her job. 
Life is too sweet. 


“No. The net is closing in. The 
net is closing in. Sharpe had said 
something. he had given a clue. 
The net was closing in.” 


“Suddenly the request came,” Reilly 
went on, describing Violet Sharpe's 
death when the police wanted to ques- 
tion her a fourth time, “’Bring this 
girl down here again.’ ” 

She took a poison, he said, “seldom 
found in any household, one of the 
most deadly poisons known.” 


Mrs. Morrow, Reilly said he believ- 
ed, had been honestly mistaken in tes- 
tifying that she had seen the maid at 
11 o’clock the kidnap night. 

Referring to Miss Sharpe, he said, 
“her guilty heart and conscience was 
bothering her when she committed sui- 
cide. She did not know how much the 
police had found out.” 

Kept Dog Quiet. 

He spoke once more of Whateley, 
charged the state feared to introduce 
the record of Whateley’s sudden 
death, and accused the butler of keep- 
ing the Lindbergh dog quiet while 
the kidnaping was being staged. 

Changing the subject, Reilly then 
discoursed on the efforts of the fed- 
eral government to trace the ransom 
after the $50,000 had been paid. 

The ransom money began to ap- 
pear because the kidnaper was using it, 
Reilly asserted, attempting to show 
Hauptmann could not have used it 
in his stock transactions. 

Reilly said he believed that $35.- 

of the ransom money was still 
concealed under a false name in a 
safety deposit box in some bank, and 
would be found some day by govern- 
ment officials. 

The story of the Fisch ransom 
money shoe box came up next. Reilly 
thundered that Hauptmann’s posses- 
sion of the ransom money was not 
enough proof to convict the defendant 
of murder. 

Had More Money. 

Hauptmann, when arrested, he said 
told that he had more money. When 
he came into possession of the money, 
Reilly pointed out, he did not pack 
up and leave the Bronx. 

“He didn’t run away,” Reilly as- 
serted. “Is that enough evidence to 
convict a man for murder?” 

At the police station after arrest 
Hauptmann wrote willingly, at the 
request of the police, Reilly recited. 

Hauptmann told them, he said, that 
he wanted to “clear” himself, : 

“Ie that the conduct of a guilty 
man?” Reilly asked. 

Reilly ridiculed the charge that 
Hauptmann wrote Condon’s phone 
number and address on a panel in- 
side the closet. 

“Of all the crookedness,” he shout- 
ed, “of all the plants, this board on 
the inside of the closet is the worst 
example of police crookedness I have 
known in years.” 

The New Jersey state police had 
rented the Hauptmann apartment and 
prevented the defense from entering, 
he charged. 

Hiding Charged. 

“What are they hiding?” Reilly 
shouted. “Even after the trial started 
we couldn’t get in.” 

The chief defense attorney denied 
vociferously that Hauptmann admitted 
he had written down the Condon 
phone number and address. 

“He said ‘It looks like my h id- 
writing,’ and ‘I can’t say whether it 
is or not,’” Reilly asserted. 

He then bluntly charged the police 
had framed that pencilled notation on 
the board. 

“The German inspector Bruckmann 
could give a fair imitation of the Ger- 
man Hauptmann’s handwriting,” Reil- 

said. 

Maaes he was the man who found 
that board.” ; 

Court recessed for five minutes at 
3 p. m. 

During the recess Hauptmann talk- 
ed with his wife, Anna, apparently in 
cheerful, confident mood. 

Court reconvened at 3:42 p. m. 

Reilly had the attic board across 
his table in front of the jury, the at- 
tic board from which the state con- 
tends the ladder upright known as 
“Rail 16” was cut. 


Beside the board on the table was 


the ladder section containing “Rail 
16.” | 


“I just appreciate how tired you, 


are listening to me,” he said apolo- 
getically as he resumed. “If you'll 
bear with me a few more minutes, I'll 
be finished.” 

Then he returned to his attack, ges- 
turing toward the ladder. 

“The attorney-general said in open- 
ing his case, ‘I'll hang this ladder 
about Hauptmann’s neck.’” 

Reilly said there was no doubt of 
Hauptmann’s profession as a carpen- 
ter and that he had been working at 
the Majestic apartments in March, 


1932 
“Little Plant.” 

He declared there had been “a lit- 
tle plant” in the apartment timekeep- 
er’s book. 

The state, he nro ag wanted to 
send him to the electric chair on “a 
nice little plant.” 

The pay roll showed, he declared, 
that Hauptmann had been paid for 
working on April 1 and 2, 1932. On 
the second, the date of the ransom 
payment, the state contended, Haupt- 
mann did not work. 

He returned again to the ladder. 

“This ladder was never made by a 
carpenter. I don’t know who made it. 

“It’s been knocked down, put to- 


man to the electric chair.” 

With the long pointer, Reilly indi- 
cated the top section of the ladder, 
lying on the table. He asserted the 
state talked a great deal about it but 
agreed it had not been used by the 
kidnaper to get into the nursery. 

He turned to Dr. Erastus M. Hud- 
son’s discovery of fingerprints on the 
ladder. 

Fail te Find Prints. 

The doctor, he pointed out, had 
found 500 prints when the state po- 
lice had failed to find a single one. 

Dr. Hudson, Reilly recited, wen 
over the ladder at the request of the 
police.

Arthur J. Koehler, federal wood ex- 
pert, who linked Hauptmann wood 
and Hauptmann tools to the ladder, 
drew the next scornful salvo from 
Reilly. 

“I don’t see how he can sleep at 
night after giving that testimony when 
a man’s life is at stake,’’ the attorney 


said, 
“Lumber Cruiser.’’ me 

He cast one scornful glance toward 
where Koehler sat outside the rail. 
‘He's what we call a lumber cruiser,” 
Reilly sneered. 

He held up Charles De Bisschop, 
Waterbury, Conn., lumberman who 
testified for the defense, as an example 
of “good, sound common sense.” 

“I'll stake his judgment against 
Koehler any day.” 

“Here we have billions and billions 
of feet of lumber down in South Caro- 
lina,’ Reilly declared, “and Koehler 
has the nerve to come in here and say 
there are no two alike, like finger- 
prints I suppose.” 

Reilly produced the two short 
boards, of alleged different age, used 
by the defense to show that grains 
matched in different wood. 

“Here’s one 47 years old,” Reilly 
went on. “Here’s one five years old. 
Koehler, afraid for his reputation in 
Washington, says ‘ridiculous.’ ” 

Koehler testified in rebuttal that the 
boards were of the same original piece. 

“Koehler is testifying for glory, for 
vanity, for preferment, for advance- 
ment,’’ Reilly shouted. 

By contrast, he painted De Bisschop 
as a man who testified “for justice,” 
without even getting car fare. 

Smiles Slightly. 

Koehler, quietly taking notes in the 
audience, smiled slightly as he listen- 
ed to Reilly assail him unmercifully. 

“Koehler was wrong many times,” 
Reilly went on, “wrong many times. 

“What are you going to do with 
that kind of testimony? 

He recalled alleged errors in Koeh- 
ler’s measurements in court of the 
thickness of two short boards.

Rainy. weather, with little or no 
change in temperature, is predicted 
for Atlanta today by George W..Min- 
dling, United States meteorologist in 
the local weather bureau. The tem- 
pjerature range will be btween 42 and 
52, compared with a range of from 
40 to 55 on Monday. 

Atlanta today fortunately escapes 
snow and subfreezing temperatures 
that held most of the United States in 
their grip on Monday, but 36 years 
ago, on February 12, 1899, this city 
knew the full power of winter's fury.

Announcement of the adoption of 
the pennant play-off plan came at the 
conclusion of a day-long executive ses- 
sion of the directors, with all eight 
clubs represented. 

HARMONIOUS. 

President Tom Watkins, of Mem- 
phis, described the meeting “as one 
of the most harmonious we have ever 
had,” and said that “much was ac- 
complished.” 

The Shaughnessy plan's adoption was 
urged by President Alvin Gardner, of 
the Texas league, who with Secretary 
Milton Price, of the Texas loop, ad- 
dressed the early morning session. 

President Gardner's invitation for a 
renewal of the Dixie series contract 
between the Southern and Texas 
Jeagues was unanimously adopted dur- 
ing the afternoon. 

Under the new setup, the four clubs 
of the Southern league finishing in the 
first division will enter into a series 
of games to determine the champion. 
The team in first place meets the 
fourth-place team, and the second and 
third-place teams meet in concurrent 
series until one team has won three 
games.

MRS. CORRA HARRIS 


Scores of Friends Attend 
Funeral Rites for Author 
at Rydal. 


RYDAL, Ga., Feb. 11.—(4)—Corra 
Harris, the novelist, was buried to- 
day on the crest of a hill in front of 
the mountain home where she spent 
most of her latter life as scores of 
friends and admirers joined ina last 
tribute. ; 

The simple and impressive service 
that marked the close of the writer's 
career was led by Bishop Warren A. 
Candler, of Atlanta. Persons from all 
walks of life made up the assemblage 
for Mrs. Harris was known for her'| 
democratic hospitality as well as for 
her writings. 

Mrs. Harris died.Saturday in At- 
lanta after a heart attack. The au- 
thor of more than a score of novels 
as well as numerous short stories and, 
articles, she was 65 years old. 

Her best known work, “The Cir- 
eult Rider’s Wife” which was pub- 
lished in 1910 attracted wide discus- 
sion in many circles as an attack on 
certain policies of government of the 


She drew on*“her own experience 
for much of the material in the book 
since at 17 she had married Lundy 
Howard Harris, who received a license 
to preach and became a circuit rider 
soon afterward. Mrs. Harris’ husband 
died in 1910. 

Two years later she bought the 
farm where he succumbed and remod- 
eled a log cabin built by an Indian 
chief as a retreat. She left it for a 
time during the World War to serve | 
as a war correspondent in Europe and | 
again in 1931 to conduct a “course 
in evil” at Rollins College at Winter 
Park, Fla.

QUITMAN, Ga., Feb. 11. 
Three men were killed and at least 
six seriously injured here late today 
as a steam boiler at a Cooperage plant 
exploded with terrific force that was 
felt in towns seven miles away. 

Two hours after the explosion the 
body of W. O. Dean, white foreman 
of the Sterling Cooperage Company 
plant, had been recovered from the 
wreckage. It had been blown about 
100 feet from the boiler and was bad- 
ly mutilated. 

The other two dead were unidenti- 
fied. One of them was a negro. 

Carl Delk, a white workman, was 
believed to be the most severely in- 


kjured. His left arm was almost blown 


off and he also suffered head in- 
juries. The names of the others who 
were hurt had not been ascertained 
in the confusion following the blast. 

Windows in all parts of Quitman 
were broken by the explosion, and the 
town of Dixie, seven miles away, re- 
ported a distinct shock as the boiler 
blew up about 4 p. m. The Sterling 
plant is located about half a mile 
from the business district of Quit- 
man. 

S. P. MeDonald Jr., general man- 
ager of the Cooperage Company, said 
he was unable to determine what 
caused the blast or which of the two 
boilers at the plant had exploded. 

Only one boiler had been in use 
for some time, he said, but steam was 
turned into the other one just today. 

Police and firemen dug into the 
wreckage tonight in an effort to find 
out if any more persons were trapped 
under the debris.
